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TIIE SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 



THE SOUTH CAROLINA STATE LIBRARY 
July 1, 1975-June 30, 1976 

By Legislative Act number 464, 1969, the South Carolina State 
Library is responsible for a statewide program of library develop- 
ment and coordination. It is the central infonnation source for 
State Government, State agencies and the libraries of the State. 
Accurate and up-to-date infonnation i.s basic to good government 
and successful business operation. Under the law the agency's 
responsibilities include all the duties of a general State Library in 
addition to the development of statewide library service to meet 
the needs of the people of the State. In carrying out this responsi- 
bilit)'^ and the specific responsibilities under the law, the State 
Library has established the following basic objectives: (1) to pro- 
vide comprehensive library sennces and resources to the people 
of South Carolina, giving every individual access to the informa- 
tional resources of the State. (2) to furnish reference, loan, and 
research services to State Government and State Government 
agencies. The State Library serves government as a major informa- 
tion resource, research fr.cility, and as a link to other libraries 
and specialized data sources throughout the State and nation. 
In the following report each program designed to accomplish the 
basic objectives is described and a year's progress reported. 

READER SERVICES 
Tlie Reader Services Department is responsible for providing 
assistance in the use of the reference and infonnation resources 
of the State Library. Members of State government and State 
agencies make direct use of the library's resources. Citizens of the 
State have access to the library's services through their local pub- 
lic library. 

REFERENCE AND INFORMATION SERVICE TO 
STATE GOVERNMENT 

To perfoim eflFectively, State government needs access to cur- 
rent and retrospective infonnation. A primaiy responsibility of the 
State Library is to provide research service and educational ma- 
terials to meet the needs of State government and State agencies. 
Serving as an information center, the State Library maintains a 
strong collection of books, periodicals, microforms, and documents 
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for use by M :ii;iMioios of State government and reduces unneces- 
ijiirv' duplication of expensive books and materials, in the various 
agencies. A staff of highly trained researchers works with hbrary 
patrons to achieve the maximum benefit of all resources. In addi- 
tion to materials aYaihtble locally, the latest communication equip- 
ment is used to draw on other specialized researcli collections 
throughout South Carolina and the nation. 

To inform State agencies of the hbraiy s services, the reference 
staff maintains close contact with State agencies and periodically 
makes formal presentations to groups of State employees. Since 
materials are constantly being added to the collection, the State 
Libraiy publishes and disti'ibutes monthly a selected listing of 
items entitled "New Resources for State Government and Agencies/* 

Library use statistics serve as one measure of the success of the 
library's many services. During 1975-76, 14,851 books were bor- 
rowed and 4.90S reference questions were answered. These statistics 
represent a 25% increase in the use of the State Library over the 
preceding year. 

LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE SERVICE 
For the past two years a researcher from the State Library has 
been present in the Legislative Council during statewide sessions 
to receive information requests from members of the General 
Assembly. With a direct line to the State Library, requests for 
research are transmitted for prompt processing. To increase aware- 
ness of the research services available, the State Library distributed 
a brochure, "Library and Infonnation Service for State Legislators", 
to members of the' General Asembly during the year. In addition 
to serving legislators, the State Library researcher worked closely 
with House and Senate researchers who use the State Library's 
collection to assist them in their work. During the year, legislators 
or their researchers borrowed 355 books and submitted 240 refer- 
ence questions representing a 100% increase in use over the pre- 
vious year. The State Library also provided over 1500 pages of 
photocopy in response to reference questions. 
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REFERENCi!; AND INTERLIBRARY LOAN SERVICE 

The reference and interlibrary loan service of the State Libraiy 
seivcs' as a center for a statewide Hbraiy network supplyuig 
specialized books and other materials to Sonth Carohnians through 
their local librar}\ The book collection of the State Libraiy supple- 
ments that of the local libraiy. When material requested is not 
available at the local level, the request is transmitted via In-WATS 
directly to the State Library. The utilization of telephone service 
enables interlibraiy loan requests to be submitted and processed 
rapidly. In an attempt to make its resources more readily available, 
the State Library has placed microfilmed copies of its catalog in 
35 public libraries throui^hoiit South Carolina. During the year an 
annual supplement to this catalog was distributed to libraries. 
This microfilm catalog em?bles public libraries to deteiTnine the 
holdings of the State Library'. 

To provide the highest level of service the State Libraiy makes 
use of other major collections within the State as well as the 
nation. In order to gain access to the major collections within 
Soudi Carolina, the State Library has microfilmed copies of the 
catalogs of Clemson University and the University of South Caro- 
h*na making it ea.sy to draw upon the resources of the State's 
two major university libraries. As more technical and sophisticated 
rcfiuests are received, the reference and interlibraiy loan service 
also locates and borrows materials from libraries across the nation. 
To lacilitate this operation, the State Library has become a mem- 
ber of SOLTNET (Southeastern Library Network). With on-line 
capabilities drawing on a computerized data base of over 2,-300,000 
items representing the holdings of over 750 major libraries, the 
State Libraiy can quickly determine the location of needed ma- 
terials. Requests are transmitted rapidly to holding libraries through 
the librar>^'s teletypewriter facilities. 

To coordinate and facilitate the exchange of information on 
reference services among types of libraries in the State, the State 
Library sponsored a statewide reference conference during the year. 
The conference was attended by 100 representatives of public, tech- 
nical, college and university libraries. 

During the year the reference and interlibrary loan sei*vice re- 
ceived 4,441 In-W.ATS telephone calls, answered 4,013 reference 
requests, and supplied .789 books and 8,920 pages of photocopy 
in reply to interlibrary loan rc^quests. 
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GOVERNMENT DOCUMENTS 
111 1970 the South Carolin.i State Library began a concentrated 
effort to estabhsh a complete collection of South Carolina State 
documents, and the library is now the major depository for such 
materials. During the year 1,473 publications were added to the 
collection bringing the total nuniljer of documents to 16,469. The 
existing holdings have proved to be invaluable to researchers from 
this state and others. The documents provide up-to-date statistical 
inf'onuation as well as serving as a good base for historical research 
on South Carolina. As the collection becomes better known, more 
and vAOre State agencies are referring individuals to the State 
Library to use their publications, no longer available for distribu- 
tion, reducing printing costs and unnecessary distribution of State 
publications. Annually the State Libraiy compiles and publishes 
the Clieckiist of South Carolina State Publications which lists pub- 
lications of State governmental departments received by State 
Library during the fiscal year. 

TECHNICAL SERVICES 
The Technical Services Department coordinated the selection 
and ordered and processed all materials for the State Libraiy col- 
lection including large type books and audio-visual materials. The 
collection includes, in addition to books. Federal and State docu- 
ments, periodicals and newspapers in both paper and microform, 
and the ERIC and other services in microfiche. Additions during 
the year are as follows:

The fii-st supplement to the microfilm edition of the State Li- 
brar>'"s card catalog was prepared and prints sent to hoJders of the 
original catalog. These include Area Reference Resource Centers 
and county and regional libraries. 

The State Library completed a full year as a member of the 
Southeastern Library Network (SOLINET) which gives it access 
by contract to the Ohio College Library Center (OCLC) Data 
Base. The cataloging section is connected by direct telephone lines 
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to the (lata bas(? and all cataloging is now being done tbrougli 
the computer terminal, including tlie ordering of catalog cards. 
The terminal is available to other departments to locale items 
needed for reference or interlibraiy loan, since all cataloging done 
through the system shows location of materials. 

STATEWIDE BICENTENNIAL PROGRAMS 

.. An estimated 80,000 children and young people participated in 
the American Patriot Reading Club, a program planned by the 
South Carolina State Library as a major Bicentennial Program for 
Public, Institutional, Military, and Naval libraries throughout the 
state. Jointly sponsored by the State Library and the South Caro- 
lina American Revolution Bicentennial Commission, the two->'ear 
summer reading club carried out the themes of the American 
Revolution Bicentennial, 1776-1976: Heritage, Festivals, and Hori- 
zona. It was designed to inculcate an appreciation of American 
ideals and Americas past, helping young people to identify with 
the history of their state and nation and giving them an oppor- 
tunity to learn more about their conmumit)* and its place in history. 
Contributing to the success of the program, local histor\' societies 
provided speakers and sponsored \'isits to local historical sites. A 
handsome red, white, and blue certificate was presented to each 
child who completed the program requirements. 

Other Bicentennial library activities included participation in tl' 
American Lssties Fonmi. The State Library sponsored a workshop 
and also organized the statewide distribution of "Bicentennial 
Reading, Viewing, Listening", a list compiled by the American 
Libraiy .Association and designed to be used with the Americnn 
Issues Fonnn. 

FIELD SERVICES 
The field service program provides direct on-the-spot assistance 
to public libraries throughout the state. Its special charge is the 
extension and improvement of public library service. Now that 
statewide public library service has been established with libraiy 
service in eveiy count>' of the state, the concentration is upon the 
improvement of service and reaching groups in the community 
which are not habitual library users. To improve the level of 
service and to help libraries reach new readers, the field staff 
holds frequent conferences with librarians, library trustees, and 
others in the conntiunity interested in library service. Assistance 
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is given in achieving more efficient organization, in planning new 
services and prognuns, and in all matters pertaining to public library 
administration. The field staff is responsible for the direction and 
supervision of local library projects funded by state or federal aid. 
During the year the four field service librarians: 

—worked with 39 library systems serving 46 counties 

—made 251 field trips 

— attended 54 local library board meetings 

— super^'ised library budget including approximately $6 million 
in local funds 

—administered $906,681 in State Aid grants to public libraries 
— super\^ised LSCA projects providing approximately $700,000 
in grants-in-aid 

—represented the State Library at local, state, and national 
conferences, conventions, workshops, professional associa- 
tions, building dedications, civic organizations, and other 
state and local agencies 

—provided recruiting, placement, and training services for pub- 
lic libraries 

STATE AID TO PUBLIC LIBRARIES 

State Aid for South Carolina's public libraries originated in 1943. 
The grants provided the incentive for the establishment of local 
library service and the organization of unified county library sys- 
tems. In 1967 the amount of State Aid was increased and changed 
to a per capita basis distribution. Requirements for participation en- 
couraged public libraries to employ trained staff, build book col- 
lections of high quality, and apply effective principles of manage- 
ment. State Aid also stimulated support by county governments. 
Since 1968, State Aid has increased from $461,031 (20^ per capita) 
to 906,680 (35^ per capita), while local support has grouTi from 
$2,343,240 to $7,047,023 in 1975-76. All counties participate in the 
State Aid program which has been instrumental in the achievement 
of statewide public library service. Accelerating library costs and 
the public's burgeoning demand for library service will require 
greater state support for libraries in the future if South Carolinians 
are to continue to receive quality library service. 
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FEDERAL AID TO SOUTH CAROLINA LIBRARIES 

The State Libraty administers funds under the Library Services 
and Construction Act. To quaHfy for funds under the Act, the 
State Library updates yearly a long range x^lan for library service 
and an annual xerogram of x^rojects, Particix^ating libraries must 
meet requu-enients of financial support, qualifications of x^ersonnel, 
and library administration and must demonstrate x^erfonnance in 
the area of specific x^rogriuns. State planning and supervision in- 
sure that LSCA funds are used to achieve long range goals and 
to improve the level of service statewide, while local implementa- 
tion of projects guarantees that grants will benefit the individual 
library user. 

Public libraries of Soulh Carolina have benefitted from the 
Library Services and Construction Act since 1956 and institutional 
libraries since 1966. Because of LSCA, libraries are reaching out to 
help the culturally and economically disadvantaged, the func- 
tionally illiterate, and isolated people who need sx^ecial services. 
Because of LSCA, all types of libraries in the state are joined in 
an information network, sharing resources in order to meet the 
needs of all the people. LSCA has contributed to improved ser\ace 
for the blind and physically handicapped, to the construction of 
central and branch library buildings, and to educational oppor- 
tunities for librarians. LSCA has added almost one million books 
and more than 1,800 annual periodical subscriptions to South 
Carolina library resources. 

In addition to Library Services and Construction Act funds, some 
county and regional libraries have obtained Federal Revenue 
Sharing funds from local governments. These funds have been 
used for building construction, x^urchase of bookmobiles, or up- 
grading materials collections. 

FILM PROGRAM 

As a means of extending the infonnational resources of the public 
libraries of the State, the State Library has established a film 
program to provide a central collection of 16mm adult films for 
loan to public and institutional hbraries within the State. In order 
to avoid expensive duplication of personnel and equipment, the 
State Library contracts with the Instructional Services Center of 
the University of South Carolina to maintain and distribute the 
fihiis. To aid the libraries in the State to make the best use of the 
new film service, the State Library has employed a fihn consultant 
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who works closvly with pnhHc and institutioiuu libraries in plan- 
ning for the use of the films and in training the staff to handle 
this new sei-x'ice. By the close of the second year of operation, 
f()rt>^ hbrarics were using the films in organized film programs in 
connnunity service. The libraries in die film program sponsored a 
total of 1,615 programs during this fiscal >x>ar, reaching a total 
audience of 46,473. 

CONTINUING EDUCATION FOR LIBllARIANS 

Recently there has been increased emphasis on continuing edu- 
cation by' all of the professions. The State Library has supported 
.such a program since 195S, having long been aware of the neces- 
sity for a well trained and ipionned staff to provide efficient and 
effective hbraiy ser\ice. To implement the program, the State 
Libran' provides in-service training opportunities for personnel of 
public' and institutional libraries. Grants are awarded to pro- 
fes.sional and prc-profcssional librarians to attend workshops or 
institute's as well as regularly scheduled courses in library science. 
i:)unng 1975-76. .scholarships were awarded to twelve pre-pro- 
fessional hbrarians from nine county and regional hbrary systems 
to lake basic courses in the areas of children's literature, cataloging 
and cla.ssificalion, and reference services. Five professional li- 
l)ranans also received grants to attend seminars in planning for 
eontinuing education programs, technical services, managemertt, 
and sen-ice for the blind and physically handicapped. 

The State Library also sponsored one statewide workshop for 
institutional hbrarians which was held in May and was attended 
h\- approximately thirt>^-five hbrarians and five administrators of 
institutions. 

LIBRARY SERMCE TO THE DISADVANTAGED 

. There are now twenty-four county and regional library systems 
recei\-ing grants-in-aid from the State Librar>' to pro\ide programs 
to serve the disadvantaged. Libraiy programs, based on local needs 
and conditions, are now reaching an estimated 120,000 rural and 
urban South Carolinians widi incomes below poverty levels in 
thirty-one counties. Through this program participating hbraries 
have been able to employ neccssan* personnel, provide transporta- 
tion, develop collections of reading and audio-visual materials, and 
ptirehase .special equipment needed to iinplcuicnt these services. 
Ser\ice to the disadvantaged is becoming an integral part of the 
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libruty program in tlK?.sc county and regional libraries as is shown 
by die use of more local finids in their support. 

INSTITUTIONAL SERVICE 

The Stale Library assists State supported institutions in the estab- 
lislment and maintenance of library senice for inmate population. 
Well-planned and administered library service by institutional li- 
braries is important in the h-ealment and rehahilitalion of residents. 
Of the 17 institutions ser\'ed in this program, 13 employ a qualified 
librarian and have full scM'vice librar)*- prop;rains. Four institutions 
which are too .small to maintain a full libraiy program are served 
either indirectly through conlrachial arrangements or directly with 
collections of appropriate materials. 

The State Libnuy provides grants-in-aid to the institutions for 
the purchase of appropriate books, periodicals and audio-visual 
jnaterials. Grants are ma<le on the basis of institutional population, 
support and special needs. 

A consultant on institutitmal scr\'ice works closely with all State 
supported institutions. Technical assistance is provided on a con- 
.sistent basis to the institutional librarian. In addition to 164 field 
\nsits to institutions, a workshop for institutional librarians and the 
administrators of institutions was organized and held in Columbia 
in the spring of 1976. 

LIBRARY SERVICES TO THE BLIND 
AND PmSICALLY HANDICAPPED 

The South Carohna State Library, Division for the Blind and 
Physically Handicapped provides library .services to per '^o unable 
to read conventional print because of physical di$:ilj-iiity. This 
sendee, which consists of books and magazines in recorded form 
(disc and tape), braille, and in large print, is administered by the 
South Carolina State Librar>'. Most readers use a recorded form 
and for them the library supplies a sound reproducer (either a 
talking book machine or a cassette playback machine). A contract 
is maintained with the North Carolina State Library for braille 
scr\Mce. All service, including postage, is free to the readers. 

As of June 30, 1976, the library had 3,514 registered readers, an 
increase of 810. These readers read 77,345 books and 9,457 maga- 
zines. A total of 7,777 books was added to the collection. 

A project to record South Carolina books was begun this year. 
Four books were recorded, with seven more in the recording 
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process. These hooka iwc on cassette tapes. High speed tape dupli- 
cating equipment nuide this possible, as well as allowing the 
hbrary to make extra copies of popdar books and to repair 
damaged books. 

The service is chiefly mail order service from Columbia, but steps 
lire being taken to make it more personal. A quarterly newsletter 
i.s distributed and an In-WATS telephone .line provided to help 
make communication with registered readers easier. All new readers 
are now contacted by tlicir county library to insure the safe arrival 
of equipment and to ascertain if the reader understands how the 
prot^rani operates and the equipment works. In five counties, Ander- 
.sonrCliarleston, Greenville, Ricliland, and Spartanburg, browsing 
collections of several hundred talking books are provided.
